A few days from now some 


Wisconsin nursing homes will 
start receiving patients under 
the medicare program. Jan. 1 
marks the start of the only part 
of the program not previously 
put 
into operation. Nursing 


home care has been available 
under medicaid since last July 
1. 


Medicare is available only in 


skilled nursing homes certified 
by the Social Security Adminis- 
tration upon recommendation of 
the State Board of Health. Cer- 
tification is dependent on the fa- 
cility meeting conditions which 
will assure patients of receiving 
high quality post-hospital care. 


Many nursing homes have not 


been able to qualify for partici- 
pation in the program because 
they are primarily engaged in 
providing custodial and personal 
care and such care is not cov- 
ered by the program. 


This new part of the medicare 


program provides payments for 
nursing home care of up to 100 
days for each spell of illness, if 
a physician certifies as to the 
medical necessity. The law fur- 
ther provides that the benefi- 
ciary must have been a patient 
in a participating hospital for 
three days before admission, 
then must be admitted to the 
extended care facility within 14 
days after hospital discharge. 


In addition to surveying nurs- 


ing homes and making recom- 
mendations for their certifica- 
tion, the State Board of Health 
offers consultations to help skill- 
ed nursing homes meet the con- 
ditions of participation and to 
qualify as providers of extend- 
ed care services.

Beginning of Each 
Congress Marks 
Attempt at Change

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


start of the new Congress will 
once again find the 
Senate 


caught up in a tussle over its 
antifilibuster rule. 


As usual, the battle will stir 


up a lot of parliamentary dust 
likely to obscure what both 
sides regard as fundamental 
issues. It also may put Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
•— the Senate's presiding officer 
•- on a politically sticky spot. 


The dispute is over Senate 


Rule 22 under which a two- 
thirds majority of senators vot- 
ing is required to cut off debate. 
Once the rule is put into effect, 
each senator's speaking time is 
limited to one hour. 


In its present form this clot- 


tire (debate-closing) rule was 
adopted in 1959. It v;as largely 
the handiwork of Lyndon B. 
Johnson, 
then 
the Senate's 


Democratic leader, and repre- 
sented a slight modification of 
an earlier rule requiring a two- 
thirds majority of the Senate 
membership to shut off a fili- 
buster. 


Majority Vote 


1 With the beginning of each 
new Congress since then, a bi- 
partisan group of liberals has 
led a fight for a change that 
would permit cloture to be im- 
posed by three-fifths or a ma- 
jority of the Senate. 


For years they have, argued 


that the two-thirds rule blocked 
the passage of meaningful civil 
rights legislation, forced the 
watering-down of other contro- 
versial measures and encour- 
aged paralyzing filibusters. 


Southern 
senators led by 


Democratic 
Sen. Richard B. 


Russell of Georgia have been in 
the forefront of those opposing 
any. further limitation on free- 
dom of debate. For this reason' 
the issue has taken on a civil 
rights coloration. 


But Russell and other sena- 


tors from outside the South have 
contended what is at stake is 
whether the Senate will be sub- 
jected to "gag rule." 


Need Waning 


Much of the steam was taken 


out of the fight for a change in 
Rule 22 two years ago by the 
passage in 196 4 of the most 
comprehensive civil rights bill 
in the nation's history. A South- 
ern filibuster against the meas- 
ure was cut off by a 71-29-vote. 


The argument that the two- 


thirds rule blocked enactment of 
meaningful civil rights meas- 
ures was further weakened with 
the passage of the 1965 voting 
rights bill after a Daxie filibus- 
ter was halted by a 70-30 vote. * 


These were the first two in- 


stances in which Rule 22 had 
been 
successfully 
invoked 


against civil rights measures, 
but it was a different story this 
year on the 
administration's 


open housing bill. 


Killed Twice 


After the House passed the 


bill, the Senate killed it by twice 
refusing to put its antifilibuster 
rule into effect. The first vote 
was 54 for cloture 
and 42 


against; the second, 52 for and 
41 against.' 


This has fueled fresh demands 


for a change in the two-thirds 
rule, along with the inability at 
the last session to break a fili- 
, buster against a bill to repeal a 
section of the Taft-Hartley Act 
which permits states to ban the 
union shop.

Future Highway Laws 


As anyone who noted the melancholy 


accumulation of the statistics could, have 
guessed during the last few months, 
Wisconsin has established a new; and 
startling record in 
highway 
accident 


fatalities. 


Most of us have become hardened to 


these yearly recapitulations of the bloody 
price of highway travel in our time. Yet as 
Mr. Schutz of the State Motor Vehicle 
Department reminds us. it is one of the 
great tragedies of modern life, because 
most of us know in our hearts that a 
substantial proportion of these deaths — 
not to mention the cruel toll in crippling 
injuries — were avoidable. 


Much of the problem lies in the 


cussedness of human nature, as Commis- 
sioner James Karns of the Motor Vehicle 
Department undoubtedly meant last week 
when he regretfully told Gov. Knowles that 
the average driver and auto passenger, in 
spite of the overwhelming evidence about 
the protective benefits, declines to use the 
fiuto seat 
belts 
which 
are 
required 


equipment in every new car sold in this 
state under the terms of a pioneering state 
law. 


Carelessness is the root of many of the 


other accidents on the roads. What can be 
done about it? The only solution that 
conscientious authorities can perceive, as 
we read then- testimony, is an ever 


increasing compulsion by force of law and 
threat of punishment on driving behavior. 


In fairness, it must be acknowledged 


that the last Wisconsin legislature re- 
sponded to the evidence, and the forceful 
recommendations of Gov. Knowles, and 
enacted a package of significant 
new 


driver safety programs. Some of these, 
including the new probationary license for 
younger drivers, the special counselling 
program for drivers who have shown 
themselves to be accident prone, and the 
increase in the manpower of the state 
traffic patrol, have not yet had enough 
time to demonstrate their effects. 


But there will very likely be more, at 


the willing initiative of the legislature and 
the state government or, as Mr. Karns has 
suggested, under the coercive 
financing 


power of the national government New 
federal 
highway 
legislation has been 


enacted on a conditional basis. Its purpose 
is to establish 
guide-lines 
for 
state 


legislative action, under the threat of 
withdrawal of U.S. government subsidies 
for highway construction. A 10 per cent 
cut in federal highway aids, as the new law 
contemplates, would be a crippling one for 
the state government. It would also be a 
doleful commentary on our political values 
in this state if we achieve further highway 
safety controls only under the threat of 
withdrawal of federal aid dollars. 


Compound/rig Inequity 


In general we have supported most of 


the anti-poverty programs including the 
Job Corps although there are 
many 


problems ahead for that particular project. 
But why should Job Corpsmen be given 
free transportation home at Christmas 
when American servicemen must pay their 
own way? 


Officials of the project have explained 


that corpsmen are entitled to one free trip 
home a year and that many of them picked 
Christmas. But there is no such allowance 
for those in military sendee. This year the 
free trips for Job Corpsmen cost the 
American taxpayer some $1.1 million for 
the transportation which included charter 
flights for 2,537 members. More than 8,600 
men took advantage of the free transporta- 
tion this holiday. 


Most 
airlines 
offer 
to 
American 


servicemen half fare rates on a standby 
basis but such opportunities are rare 
during the heavily traveled holiday season. 
When space is available on military craft, 
they can fly free but obviously such flights 
or availabilities do not always coincide 
with the plans of individual servicemen. It 
should also be noted that Job Corpsmen 
are paid by the government during their 
free training programs. 


Inequalities can not all be avoided. 


Many of our draftees who will be required 
to risk their lives in a bloody war in 
Vietnam are the same age as many of the 
Job Corpsmen and certainly in no better 
financial situations. But offering 
free 


holiday trips to the one and not to the 
other is carrying the discrimination too 
far. 


A Chrisfmas Prayer? 


It may be that communism, like 


fascism, is a denial of the worth and 
dignity of the individual. It may be that 
the Christian church deserves the criticism 
it has received for the failure of German 
Christians to oppose the appalling atroci- 
ties of Adolf Hitler and his henchmen. 


But there still was no good reason for 


Cardinal Spellman's telling a congregation 
in war torn Vietnam that anything except 
total victory was inconceivable. 


Religious leaders have beaten war 


drums in the past. Jeanne d'Arc led troops 
into battle, the forces in the Crusades 
carried crosses on their pennants and 
tunics, and the Germans under the Kaiser 
solemnly proclaimed Gott Mitt Uns! And 
maybe Cardinal Spellman picked up some 
inspiration from President Johnson's ad- 


-., monition to Americans in Vietnam to bring 


home that "coonskin" for the cabin wail. 


Nevertheless his judgment

And on the celebration of 
the birthday of the Prince of Peace! 


Aid Doesn't Help Guinea 


When Guinea received full independ- 


ence from France more than eight years 
ago. it had offers of quite a bit of outside 
financial and technical assistance. 
The 


United States contributed more than $80 
million in aid. the Russians built a canning 
factory, West Germany provided a slaugh- 
ter house and the Chinese Communists 
established a cigarette factory. But the 
average take home pay of the average 
Guinean has declined and he is producing 
less than he did in 1954. This is a unique 
situation among the African nations despite 
some poor management elsewhere. There 
is no power management than in Sekou 
Toure's socialist state. 


At least 200.000 Gumeans regularly slip 


across the border into Senegal and the 
Ivory Coast where they can find far more 
lucratne emplo>ment although such traf- 
fic is illegal in Guinea. The cigarette 
factory is usually out of either tobacco or 
paper, few cattle are sent to the slaughter 
house or vegetables to the canning factory 
since the prices paid on the black market 
are much better The ele\ator in the Hotel 


de France has carried a "temporarily out 
of order" sign for four years. Both the 
Soviet Union and the United States have 
cut back on financial assistance since it has 
been so ineptly handled. 


Sekou Toure likes to drive around his 


country to demonstrate that he doesn't 
need a squadron of police to protect him 
as do so many African leaders. But quietly 
he has massed a "People's Militia," trained 
in Cuba, which now outnumbers 
the 


regular army. Reportedly this upset the 
regular army officers who have their ears 
tuned to what happened in Ghana when 
something similar accurred and the army 
simply took over. 


Whatever happens to Toure, one thing 


seems certain; his permanent guest whom 
he made a co-president — sort of — 
Kwame Nkrumah, who was ousted from 
his top position in Ghana when he was 
conveniently out of the country, must be 
of small help in the various crises that face 
the government. Guinea may indeed need 
two heads of state but not of the same 
vague, impractical and ambitious stripe.
